Samuel  French  nay  have  ooiae  ovar  in  a  ship  which  was  owned  by  a 
Oousin,  Philip  French.     (Fhilip  French  settled  in  New  York  City.)     Saaniel 
Frmdh  settled  in  3tartford,Coim.  in  1721.  At  that  ti«e  it  is  noted  that 
he  had  five  ehildran— Jerony,  Haxy,   Susannidi,   John,  Jonathan.     Sanoel  bought 
land  in  172U  in  Stratford.     He  was  the  fathen^  of  six  sons  and  five  daughters 
and  took  land  for  all  of  his  children.     ^  was  a  forceful  and  able  person,  a 
master  carpenter.     He  built  a  chnrch  in  Stmtford  in  172li  which  doubtless 
still  stands.       Joseph,  the  youngest  son,  inherited  the  homestead  in  Stratford. 
The  only  record  of  Sawuel's  wife  Mary  is  her  Will  which  left  land  to  her  son 
Jcrsniah  of  Bookman, Dutchess  County, N.Y.       This  Jeremiah  is  the  father  of 
Jorendah  of  Mstnchester. 

Jerendah  French  bom  about  1712,  son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  French 
baptised  in  Stratford,  died  about  1793  in  South  Dover, Dutchess  county,K,Y, 
Married  in  Stratford  1737  in  Connecticut,  Hannah  Richards  who  died  in  1776. 
Married  secondly  Martha  Beardslee  of  Stratford  (I728-I816).     Jerenduih  stayed 
in  Stratford  until  1738. 

Jeremiah  French  Sr,,  lost  iKK)  Bcres  by  confiscation,as  a  Loyalist 
bout  rsnained  in  South  Dover,     His  hooestead  may  have  been  the  Drover *s  Tavern. 
He  acquired  the  land  on  which  lianchester  stands,   deeded  then  to  our  Jeremiah 
and  his  sister  Sarah  who  aarried  William  Mar  ah.     All  this  was  lost  when 
Jeremiah  Jr.,  and    llliam  Mar*  joined  the  Loyalists.

The  father  of  l^lliara  Marsh,  the  emigrant,  was  Gantain  James  Marsh,  who 
was  killed  at  the  Battle  of  Bdgehill  in  16L|.2,  X'Jhile  serving  with  the  forces 
of  King  Charles.  One  ■^^rriter  states  that  James  was  executed  on  the  order  of 
King  Charles  right  after  the  Battle  of  Edge  hill  for  being  in  symnathy  with 
CroMTOll  while  serving  with  the  King's  forces.  That  an  aunt  of  Vfi.lliam  Marsh, 
fearing  for  his   safety,    after  the  restoration  of  Charles  II,,   had  him  and  two 
of  his  cousins  emigrate  to   Anerica,  where  they  would  be  beyond  the  immediate 
I'Trath  of  Charles  II. 

If  it  is  correct  that  l-fi-lliam  Marsh  was  eighteen  years  of  age  when  he 
came  to  Anerica,    and  that  he  came   at  the  Restoration  in  I660,   then  he  vras  born 
in  I6ii2,  the  year  his  father  was  killed,   being  82  years  old  when  he  died,    as 
his  death  occurred  in  17214.,

He  married,    Dec,  6,   16^^, 
Mary  Button,   born  in  1633,   daughter  of  Matthias  Button,   born  in  Harold,   England 
in  1607,    and  came  to   .America  \<r±th  Governor  John  Endicott,   landing  at  Salem, 
Mass,,    Sept,  6,  1628,  Matthias  Button  married  Elizabeth  VJheeler,   daughter  of 
John  V-'heeler,  He  lived  at  Boston,   I-osx^ch  and.  Haverhill,   Mass,,    and  at  Sboning-

He  has  been  in  Vermont   the  last  16  months  with 
leave  from  Govr.   Haldimand.   Produces  letter  from  R.   ilathews,   5  July,   1784, 
giving  leave   in  the  name  of  the  Govr.   for  Glaimt.    to   return  to  his  family. 
Produces  a  Pass  from  Govr.   Haldimand  in  i^ay,  1783,  giving  Glaimt.   leave  to  go 
into  ye  Colonies  on  his  private  affairs. 

Lost  29  Head  of  Cattle,  bH  Sheep,  1  Yoke  Oxen,  1  horse,  150  Bushels 
Com.  i'hese  articles  were  taken  by  a  party  of  Americani  Rangers  who  were  pre- 
paring to  attack  the  Hessian  &  Brit,  at  i^ennington. 

Produces   two  affidavits  of  the  Clairat.   having  lost  cattle  by  American 
iiiangers. 

Ho.   6.  i'he  acct.   given  is  very  vague,   Claimt.    says  these  Cattle,  &e. ,  were 

taken  about  a  month  after  he  joined  Burgoyne,  by  a  party  of  Rangers  called 
Starks  Rangers.   Claimt.    says   that  the  -Angers   took  everything,  but   that    their 
friends   recovered  their  property  again  if  they  could  find  it,   but  many,  both 
friends  &  foes,  never  got  their  property  restored. 

Benjamin  Holt,  V.'its.: 

Knew  Clciimt.    in  the  3tate  of  Vermont  at  beginning  of   troubles.   Claimt. 
was  a  Committee  man.  '.Vhile  he  was  a  Committee  man,  V/its.    requested  him  to  be 
moderate    towards   the  Loyalists,  which  he  promised  to  be.  V/hen  vVits.   applied  to 
him  he  said  that  he  began  to  be  suspected  of  being  a  ilory.  He  was  also  member 
of  Provincial  Congress.   ITotwithstanding  this.  Witness   thought  him  Loyal   in  his 
inclination* 

He  joined  General  Burgoyne's  Am^  at  Skeensbo rough  &  was  with  him 

till 
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till  he  was  taken.  He  was  en^^loyed  by  General  Burgoyne  at  a  Board  of  Regulation. 
Continued  till   the  Amy  was   taken,   then  got  leave  to  go  by  way  of  Vermont  to  see 
his  family  and  got  to  Canada  about  a  month  after  Witness,  who  went  as  soon  as 
he  could. 

Claimt.   Continued  in  Canada  during  the  V/ar.  Ke  was  employed  a  little 
spell   in  making  out  Provisions  for  the  Loyalists.   His  family  is  now  in  the 
otate  of  Vermont. 

Knew  his  farm  in  ikianchester.   Cannot  speak   to   the  ^xiantity.   It  is  in 
the  centre  of   the   town.   Vals.    it  at  L7   pr.   acre. 

Abijah  Hawley,  Wits.: 

jinew  Claimt.  At   first  of  the   troubles  he  was  one  of   the  American  Comm- 
ittee men.   Bels.   he  went  once   to  New  York  as  member  of  Provincial  Congress. 

iiemembers   that   he  Joined  Genl.   Burgoyne's  Army,   fhinks  him  Loyal. 
While  a  Committee  man  he  did  all  he  could  to  favour  the  Loyalists.  He  was  a 
Commissioner  at   the  Board  of  Regulation.   Continued  with  the  Army   till  Geb.   B. 
was   taken.  He  did  not  go  immediately  to  Canada,  but  got  Leave  to  go  &  see  his 
friends   in  Vermont.   Game   to  Canada  afterwards. 

He  had  some  care  of  providing  cloathing  &  Provisions  for  ^he  Loyalists. 

Knew  his  farm  in  i»ianchester.   Had  heard  it  called  170  or  180  acres;    in 
the  centre  of   the  town.   Vals.    it  at  18  pr.   acre.    This  has  been  confiscated  & 
sold.  One  M^unson  is  in  possession.  Has  heard  he  had  another  farm  of  about  130 
acres  in  i^uanchester.   It  is  ^ood  land.  Witness  has  past  by   it.  Vals.    it  at  L3 
pr.  acre.   It   is  not  iUiproved  so  much  as   the  other.  Witness  has  heard  Claimt.  has 
several  other  u'arms. 

i'ifflothy  Lovel,  Wits.: 
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Knew  Olaimt.  when  he  resided  in  toviinship  of  ilanchester.   Heard   that  he 
joined  Gen.  iiai^oyne,  iinows  the  place  where  ilunson  now  lives.   Heard  it  was 
Olaimt.'s  property  before  he  went  off  &  sold  by  Gommrs.;   land   in  two  pieces 
worth  aoout  L6  pr.  acre.   Knew  his  other  farm  in  i^anchester  iownship,   out  of 
the  i)own.    I'his  has  been  sold  by  Ooimnrs.  Vi/orth  about  50  sh.   pr.   acre.   Saw  Olaimt.'s 
wife  dc  family.  Are  now  in  the  States,  upon  property  late  his  leather's. 

Stephen  uurnet,  V/its»: 

Knew  Olaimt.  Has  often  heard  that  IIo*   5  oelongeu  to  Claimant. 

Japt.  tlonathan  dones,  Viits.: 

Says  he  saw  V<m.   i^arsh  in  Canada,   1785.   He  had   then     returned  from 
Vermont.  Said  he  had  suffd.   little  by  the  "iVar  &  had  regained  Possession  of  his 
Property  &  was  determined   to  return  back  dc  reside   in  Vermont. 


farther  Evidence   in   the   Case  of  Wm.  Harsh,  V.  Vol.   4,  P.   95.

Produces  Genl.  Haldimand's  Pass  to  go  in  ye  Provinces  on  his  private 
affairs,  ik^ay,    'aa. 

Produces  Letters  from  General  Haldimand  who  seems  to  have  employd 
Claimt.  C 
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Claimt.  in  looking  oat  for  Lands  for  Loyalists.  Mentions  in  one  of  his  Letters 
in  '84  that  he  had  leave  to  go  to  his  Family.  His  family  were  then  in  Vermont. 

His  family  are  now  in  Vermont  hu.t  he  means  to  fetch  them. 

Gapt.  Gov el,  Wits.: 

jjays  that  he  bels.   Glaimt.   did  not  recover  any  of  the  Lands  which 
were  his  own  property.
